Mysterious Patient at City Hospital 
Confirms Fact That He Is 
C. W. Edwards. 





MEMORY OF UNCLE’S NAME 
RETURNS AFTER ASLEEP 





Parcel in Baggage Room Contained Check and 
Note Saying He Feared He Would Lose » 
Mind and Therefore Wrote Careful 
Memorandum Describing 
Himself. 





By an odd trick of memory, after a*sound sleep of an hour, 
the patient at the City Hospital who could not’ remember his 
name was able Saturday afternoon strongly to confirm his early 
identification by the Post-Dispatch as Clarence W: Edwards of 


Evanston, Ill. 
Starting up from his bed, the patient 


exclaimed: ‘‘Tell Uncle Jim that Clar- 
ence is here. He will remember who 
ZI am." 

“Who is ‘Uncle Jim?’” inquired @ 


Post-Dispatch who stood at 
the bedside. 

“James R. Dobyne is my uncle, and 
he is in the shoe business,’’ was the 
reply, after a few minutes’  painfu! 
mental groping. 

Dobyne, who 


reporter, 


lives at 5056 Cabanne 
avenue and who is president of the 
Champion Shoe Manufacturing Co., told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter over the tele- 
phone that he has a nephew named 
Clarence W. Edwards, who lives in 
Chicago or one of its suburbs. 

Edwards was then able to recall his 
address, which he gave as 562 Cook 
street. 

Mobyne and his son, ,George, started 
for the City Hospital immediately after 
being notified by the Post-Dispatch, and 
said they expected to find their cousin 
and nephew in the patient, whose phys- 
ical appearance answers that of their 
relative. 

Edwards then remembered that his 
business partner is named William 
Bock, but after this effort, his mem- 
seemed exhausted, and he could 
give no further information about him- 
self. His last name stubbornly eluded 
all his exertions to grasp it. 

O. T. Hazzard of St. Louis, whose 
card was in Edwards’ pocket, was 
taken to the City Hospital by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, but could not identify 
the sick man. 

The clew which led to the identifica- 
tion was a parcef check issued at the 
Chicago Union Station and found in the 
man’s pocket. A Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent at Chicago found that the 
parcel was checked there by Edwards. 

On the collars an@ clothing of the 
"man at the hospital were the initials 
Cc. W. E., and even before the identi- 
fication it was regarded as certain that 
‘these were the initials of his name. 

A suitcase at'Union Station, the check 
for which was found in his pocket, fur- 
nished nothing that would solve the

The parcel at Union Station,\ Chicago, 
was found to contain letters and tele- 
grams bearing Edwards’ name. 

Writes of His Forebodings, 

Scribbled on a plece of rough paper 
were the words: 

“T have strange forebodings of a ca- 
tastrophe which cannot be avoided. I 
am C. W. Edwards, care Job Manufac- 
turing Co., 32 Quincy street.’’ 

The company mentioned is in the elec- 
trical supply business. As near as could 
be learned Edwards left Chicago Wed- 
nesday. 

Late Friday atheraoed he walked into | 
the Central District Police station and | 
said: 

“I want you to try to find out who 
I am. I have forgotten. I think I left 
home this morning, but I am not sure. 
I remember putting on my coat, but I 
left my vest in my office. It has my 
ecards in. I think my business has 
something to do with electricity. 

“I have been working hard and my 
nerves have broken down. 

‘I do not know where I live,’’ he said 
Saturday. ‘I have a partner whose 
nume ig Danny and my wife's name is 
Carol, But I can’t remember \their last 
names or what business I am ‘in.” 

Asks Police Who He Is. 

“My home is not here. I suddeyly 
realized that I was walking about the 
streets of a strange city and my head 
felt queer. I asked a man where I was 
and he said, ‘St. Louis.’ I hurried here 
tou have the police find out who I am.” 

After being questioned an hour at the 
City Dispensary the Man was taken to 
the ,City Hospital. 

Dr. Ratcliffe made an interesting ex- 
periment in an effort to restore the pa- 
tient'’s memory, but it was not success- 
ful Believing that if “Edad were to re- 
visit any place which he remembered, 
the knowledge of his name and home 
dress would came back to him, tte 
physician took him to Union Station.

DENVER Colo., July 11.—W. J. Bryan 
will have the National Democratic Com- 
mittee on his hands at Fairview next 
Tuesday. Thomas Taggart, chairman of 
the old committee, has arranged for a 
specid] car to leave here Monday night 
for Lincoln. tI is probable John W. 
Kern, candidate for vice-president, will 
accompany the committee to Lincoln. 

At a short conference of the new com- 
mittee held late yesterday, the selec- 
tion of a new chairman was not taken 
up. It is generally conceded Bryan will 
have a hand in naming the man to 
manage the campaign, so the matter 
was left open until Fairview could be 
consulted. 

J. H. Atwood of Kansas, Mayor 
James Dahlman of Omaha, T. B. Ryan 
of Wisconsin, Thomas Taggart of Indi- 
ana and Urey Woodson of Kentucky, 
present secretary, all-have been ad- 
vanced as candidates for the place.

It was the first intention of the com- 
mittee to send a subcommittee to Lin- 
coln to wait on Bryan, but objection 
was raised to the delay this would in- 
volve. At the suggestion of Alva Ad- 
ams of Colorado, it finally was decided 
to journey en masse to Lincoln and 
transact all business necessary in cum- 
pany with Bryan and the vice-presiden- 
tial nominee. 

The nomination of Kern was made by 
acclamation amid the resounding cheers 
of delegates and spectators. 

Gray and Mitchell Dectine. 

On the call of states, Indiana present- 
ed the name of Kern; Colorado, through 
Mx-Governor Thomas, placed in nomina- 
tion Charles A. Towne of New York; 
Connecticut presented Archibald Mc- 
Neill, and Georgia, Clark Howell. 

The names of Jndge George Gray of 
Delaware and of John Mitchell of Iili- 
nois were not presented, owing to the 
positive requests of these men not to 
have their names go before the con- 
vention. 

For a time it looked as though a wal- 
lot would be required; but the steady 
line of states which joined in second- 
ing Kern's name made it apparent that 
the chances of all other candidates had 
been extinguished. 

“YT did not seek this nomination, al- 
though I am much gratified that it has 
been conferred upon me, and I am es- 
pecially proud to be associated with Mr. 
Bryan on the ticket,’’ was the simple 
statement of Mr. Kern, after the band 
wagon had rolled by. “I shall take the 
stump and do my level best to secure 
the election of Mr. Bryan and myeslf,”’

WATER SOAKS MEATS 
Several Merchants Driven 
From Stalls—Damage 
Amounts to $5000. 





A spectacular fire in one of the 


Broadway towers of Union Market at 
8:30 a. m. Saturday demoralized business 
for the meat and vegetable merchants 
and damaged the building $5000. The 
fire started from an overheated range 
at the base of the south tower of the 
east front of the building. 


The kitchen of Tom Maloney's res- 
taurant has been for many years in 
the base of this tower. Grease from the 
kitchen range had accumulated on the 
interior brick walls of the tower. 


‘ Flames Spread Rapidly. 

The stovepipe running up the tower 
became red hot and set fire to th» 
grease. The flames rushed up the 
tower and rapidly spread across the 
entire Broadway elevation cf the build- 
ing. 

The Fire Department cseeaian the 
blaze in half an hour, but not until 
half a dozen meat merchants occupying 
stalls near the Broadway entrance to 
the market had been driven out by 
smoke and water. 

The stalls occupied by the Fisher 
Meat Co., Louis Schaefer, John Ball, 
Charles Ramspott, John Barber, and 
Foerstel Brothers were flooded, and 
thousands of pounds of fresh and cured 
meats were watersoaked. 

The fire spread so rapidly that the 
merchants did not have time to re- 
move any of their meats before the 
smoke drove them out of the building. 
._But few sheppers..were in the rharket, 
but the merchants were getting ready 
for the heavy Saturday trade, and they 
had an unusually large stock cf meats 
on their tables. 

Saturday Business Lost. 

The salvage corps did not arrive to 
cover the meats with tarpaulins until 
they had been watersoaked. The dam- 
age to the meat from water will not 
be great. The: merchants say their 
principal damage will be from smoke 
and the loss of their Saturday business. 
The fire, after climbing to the top 
of the tower, spread through an open 
passage way in the upper part of the 
Broadway elevator to the north tower. 

Maloney’s Restaurant, in which the 
fire started, was only slightly damaged. 
Mr. Maloney estimated his lh ss at from 
$150 to $200. The merchants occupying 
stalls outside of the main inciosure of 
the market escaped with little or no 
loss. They were protected from water 
by the roofs over their stalls. 

The upper portion of the Broadway 
front of the building was unoccupied. 
All of the windows were broken out, the 
roof over this section of the building 
was practically destroyed and several 
skylights were broken out to permit the 
smoke to escape.

HOT SPRINGS, Va., July 11.—George 
It. Sheldon, the new treasurer of the 
Republican National Committee, was 
asked on what ground corporations are 
asked to contribute to national 'cam- 
paigns. 

“On the same ground,”’ he_ replied, 
“that you would ask a rich man instead 
of a poor man to contribute to any 
cause. Because they can afford it.’”’ 

“What return can the corporations ex- 
pect for their contributions?” 

“That is where the often expressed 
idea is wrong. There is no expectation 
of specific reward. Corporations con- 
tribute, as do individuals, for the pres- 
ervation of a principle in which they 
believe. 

There Are No Trusts. 

“I have been asked if I am a mem- 
ber of trifsts. I replied that I had never 
seen a definition of a trust that enlight- 
ened me; but if ‘trust’ is a <olloquialism 
meaning monopoly, 1 will state that 
there is not any in the United States, 
with the possible exception of the 
Standard Oi] Co. Even there, the Gates 
wells in Texas are producing an enor- 
mous amount of oil, but as it is of a dif- 
‘ferent class from that produced by the 
Standard, it is perhaps true that the 
Standard has a monopoly of refined ofl. 

“But the corporations do not contrib- 
ute to campaigns to protect trusts or 
monopolies, as there are no monopolies. 
There were several, years ago, but not 
now. 

“We are in earnest about giving pub- 
Heity to all campaign § contributions. 
‘There undoubtedly are ways of evading 
the law, as there are for most laws, but 
we are not seeking them. All moneys 
collected in other states will be reported 
io the New York office and entered on 
the books. Under the law, all the names 
of contributors will be given. 


‘Personally, I see no objection to this. 
The publication of a man’s name as a 
contributor makes him a mark for all 
eorts of side-show political fund solieit- 
ors. This is as true of politics as it is 
of charity. 

“But the law requires it. and it its 
right. The public has a right to know 
whether contributions come from sources 
that maké it probable the money wi!! 
be used against the public. 


Wouldn't Refuse Contributions. 


“Would you, as treasurer of the Re- 
publican Committee, refuse contribu- 
tiens from the paper manufacturers or 
other corporations?’ 

“No, I would not.’ 

“Would you consider that the ac- 
ceptance of such contributions placed 
the party under obligations to the con- 
tributors?” 

“I would not. As a matter of fact, 
the publicity law works well in clearing 
up unnecessary mystery. For instance, 
the public reads that J. Pierpont Mor- 
fan has contributed $20,000 and asks, 
in astonishment, Is that all?’ It had 
been supposed he contributed some 
fabulous sum. am using his name 
omy as an illustration.

NEW YORK, July 11.—By 
pression of a telegram ordering their ar- 
rest and immediate death as enemies 
of the Government of Hayti, and with

only one hour to spare, two merchants 
of Port au Prince saved their lives by 
flight and are now in New York on 
their "way to Curacao. They are Adol?r 
Valbrune and Dantes Theodule, both of 
whom arrived here on the Prinz Wil- 
lem IV of the Royal Dutch West Indies 
mail service. 

Through the influence of friends the 
men learned on July 4 that an order 
for their arrest had been issued. The 


telegram received at Port Au Prince 1s 
said to have borne the name of Nord 
Alexis, President of Hayti, and to have 
read in part: 
“Take the men from their beds and 
shoot-them at once.”’ 
Telegram Is Held Up. 


Valbrune and Theodule stood high in 
Haytien circles and had many friends 
in the service of the Government. Real- 
izing that immediate action was imper- 
ative, they conferred with officials who 
were friendly-and arranged to have the 
telegram held in the receiving office 
at Port Au Prince until 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon of July 4~ The Prinz Willem 
IV was scheduled to steam for New 
York at 1 o'clock. 

The two condemned men gathered to- 
gether a few pieces of baggage and 
went aboard the vessel. 

Outside Haytien Law. 


When the telegram was delivered the 
Prinz Willem IV had steamed an hour 
before and the refugees were beyond 
the jurisdiction of Haytien law. 

As soon as the vessel docked in 
Brooklyn Valbrune and Theodule were 
hurried away by a friend, who secreted 
them until passage could be arranged 
on the Maracaibo, which steams for 
Curacao at noon today.

Only Way to Slay ’Em Is to 
Get ’Em Before They 
Hibernate. 





A caucus in the 





mass meeting in 
the school yard, a 
carload of statis- 
tics and 10 barrels 
of crude oil are 
the means which 
will be used — to 
put the mosquito 
team at the bot- 
tom of the list in 
the Hummer 
League at Alta 
Sita, an East St. 
Louis suburb. 
The crusade 
against the pesky 
critter that bites 
like a hyena and 
makes a noise like 
a Chinese file 
began when Sec- 
retary M. R. Hopkins of the Alta Sita 
Welfare Association took up the study 
of insectology with a view sing to 
ridding the pretty residence section of 
one of its most serious drawbacks as 
a nice place to live. 
After a week of study he arose at a 
meeting of the association and said: 
“I find that the scientific name for 
the mosquito is anopheles. Therefore it 
should be an awful easy task to put 
him out of business. My studies have 
shown me that a mosquito lives only 
from two to four weeks. A learned dis- 
course issued bv the New Jersey Light- 
ning and Mosquito Commission § says 
that in the period of his life a mosquito 
never travels more than 1000 feet from 
the place where he is hatched. 
‘He keeps as ‘close to the 
as an Aero Club member. : 
‘In one year there are many crops 
of mosquitoes. Tliose which are still 
alive at the end of the season are the 
only ones that don’t die within the four 
weeks’ limit. They hibernate, sleeping 
all winter and waiting for a chance to 
get on the sting route when summer 
comes again. 


Must Kill 

‘‘Now it is plain 
that if we kill off 
all of the mosqui- 
toes which now 
infest this garden 
spot of East St. 
Louts, there won't 
be any left to hi- 
bernate. But in 
order to make 
sure we must al- 
sO exterminate 
all of the mosqul- 
toes within ae 
thousand feet ra- 
dius of Alta Sita. 
We -must main- 
tain a sort of ar 
bitrary whicn will 
free us of this 
pest forever.* 

‘““M os quitoes 
hatched outside 
the 1000-foot radius 
get to us.”’

Entire Field. 





MEXICO CITY, July 11.—A lake of off 


covering an area of more than ons 
square mile and orf unknown depth in 
the State of Vera Cruz is on fire. Jt 
has been burning for five days and has 
created the wildest terror among the 
natives of that section. 

The blaze is seen for more than two 
hundred miles at sea, according to navi- 
gators who have arrived at Vera Crus 
and Tampico. The scene of the fire ts 
7% miles southeast of Tampico, near the 
San Geronimo River. It is remote from 
any railroad. An oll field was being 
developed at that place by the Pena- 
sylvania Oil Co., which is composed ef 
Pittsburg men. 

Workman Is Blamed. 

The company had bored a number of 
wells and all of them were flowing oll 
in large quantities. The product was 
being placed in earthen storage tanks, 
preparatory to shipping. <A careless — 
workman accidentally set fire to one 
of the wells, and the flames were 
communicated to the wnderground res- 


-ervoir of oil. 


A terrific explosion occurred, which 
uplifted the earth's surface throughout 
the whole field. The expl@sion was 
heard 75 miles distant. The oll com- 
pany lost $200,000 worth of machinery 
and the oil which has been burned will 
total millions of barrels. The whole oll 
field will te destroyed. 

Explosion In a Mystery. 

Already $1,000,000 worth of ofl hag 
been destroyed in the Ozululma ofl 
flelds and there is not the slightest 
abatement of the flames. It is feared- 
that the lake of burning ofl is being 
fed by subterranean streams, and that 
before it burns out it will drain prac- 


‘tically all the oll of the gulf coast 


region. The spread of the flames was 
due to a mysterious explosion. It is 
believed that flames from the flow! ” 
well ‘where the fire started, worke 
their way downward into a great sub- 


terranean lake of oil and the reault- ‘4 
ing explosion literally tore off tuc 


crust of the earth.

HOT SPRINGS, Va., July 11.—George 
I. Sheldon, the new treasurer of the 
Republican National Committee, was 
asked on what ground corporations are 
asked to contribute to national ' cam- 
paigns. 

“On the same ground,’ he_ replied, 
“that you would ask a rich man instead 
of a poor man to contribute to any 
cause. Because they can afford it.’”’ 

“What return can the corporations ex- 
pect for their contributions?’ 

“That is where the often expressed 
idea is wrong. There is no expectation 
of specific reward. Corporations con- 
tribute, as do individuals, for the pres- 
ervation of a principle in which they 
believe. 

There Are No Trusts. 

“I have been asked if I am a mem- 
ber of trifsts. I replied that I had never 
seen a definition of a trust that enlight- 
ened me; but if ‘trust’ is a <olloquialism 
meaning monopoly, 1 will state that 
there is not any in the United States, 
with the possible exception of the 
Standard Oi] Co. Even there, the Gates 
wells in Texas are producing an enor- 
mous amount of oil, but as it Is of a dif- 
‘ferent class from that produced by the 
Standard, it is perhaps true that the 
Standard has a monopoly of refined oil. 

“But the corporations do not contrib- 
ute to campaigns to protect trusts or 
monopolies, as there are no monopolies. 
There were several, years ago, but not 
now. 

“We are in earnest about giving pub- 
licity to all campaign contributions. 
‘here undoubtedly are ways of evading 
the law, as there are for most laws, but 
we are not seeking them. All moneys 
collected in other states-will be reported 
to the New York office and entered on 
the books. Under the law, all the names 
of contributors will be given. ~ 


“Personally, I see no objection to this. 
The publication of a man's name as a 
eontributor makes him a mark for all 
sorts of side-show political fund solicit- 
ors. This is as true of politics as it is 
of charity. 

“But the law requires it, and it ts 
right. The public has a right to know 
whether contributions come from sources 
that make it probable the money wil] 
be used against the public. 


Wouldn't Refuse Contributions. 


“Would you, as treasurer of the Re- 
publican Committee, refuse contribu- 


tions from the paper manufacturers or 
other corporations?" 

“No, I would not.” 

“Would you consider that the ac- 
ceptance of such contributions placed 
the party under obligations to the con- 
tributors?” 

“I would not. As a matter of fact, 
the publicity law works well in clearing 
up unnecessary mystery. For instance, 
the public reads that J. Plerpont Mor- 
kan has contributed $20,000 and asks, 
im astonishment, Is that all?’ It had 
been supposed he contributed some 
fabulous sum. I am using his name 
omy as an illustration. The same thing 
was found to be true of other con- 
tributors, I have not seen any criti- 
‘ism of any contributions that have 
been made public under the present 
New York State law.”

NEW YORK, July 11.—By the _ sgup- 
pression of a telegram ordering their ar- 
rest and immediate death as enemies 
of the Government of Hayti, and with 
only one hour to spare, two merchants 
of Port au Prince saved their lives by 
flight and are now in New York on 
their ‘way to Curacao. They are Adol? 
Valbrune and Dantes Theodule, both of 
whom arrived here on the Prinz Wil- 
lem IV of the Royal Dutch West Indies 
mail service. 

Through the influence of friends the 
men learned on July 4 that an order 
for their arrest had been issued. The 


telegrarn received at Port Au Prince 1s 
said to have borne the name of Nord 
Alexis, President, of Hayti, and to have 
read in part: 
“Take the men from their beds and 
shoot- them at once.” 
Telegram Is Held Up. 


Valbrune and Theodule stood high in 
Haytien circles and had many friends 
in the service of the Government. Real- 
izing that immediate action was imper- 
ative, they conferred with officials who 
were friendly-and arranged to have the 
telegram held in the receiving office 
at Port Au Prince until 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon of July 4~ The Prinz Willem 
IV was scheduled to steam for New 
York at 1 o'clock. 

The two condemned men gathered to- 
gether a few pieces of baggage and 
went aboard the vessel. 

Outside Haytien Law. 


. When the telegram was delivered the 
Prinz Willem IV had steamed an hour 
before and the-refugees were beyond 
the jurisdiction of Haytien law. 

As soon as the vessel docked in 
Brooklyn Valbrune and Theodule were 
hurried away by a friend, who secreted 
them until passage could be arranged 
on the Maracaibo, which steams for 
Curacao at noon today, 





BAD MONEY AKD 
MOLDS FOUND I 
DOCTOR'S HOME 
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Aged Kansan’s Arrest Is Due to 
Confession of Man Who 
Passed Coin. 





COFFEYVILLE, Kan., July 11.—United 
States officers have arrived here with 
Dr. D. J. Counterman, a physician of 
New Albany, Kan., who fs charged with 
counterfeiting. Dr. Counterman is _ 70 
years old. 

His arrest was due to a confession of 
Alfred Feter, 60 years, in jail in Ft. 
Scott, who was arrested while passing 
the spurious coin. Both men were lead- 
ing citizens of Wilson County. 

The officers made a thorough search 
of Dr. Counterman'’s home in New Al- 
bany, discovering a large quantity of 


counterfeit money and a complete set 
of oounterfeiter’s equipment. The of- 
ficers say the molds have been used for 
ten years. 


Lawyer Held as Counterfeiter. 
DANVILLE, Ill., July 11.—Charles E. 
Brown, 3% years old, an attorney, prom- 


inent socially and professionally, has 
been arrested on a charge of counter- 
feiting and has been held in $60000 bond 
to await action by a United States 
grand jury. In a secret desk and in the 
cellar of Brown's house, where he was 
arrested in the presence of his wife 
and three-year-old child, the Govern- 
ment agents found what they say is the 
most complete counterfeiting outfit they 
ever have seen. It was ready for the 
manufacture of $5 gold pieces, silver 
half dollars, quarters, dimes and nickels. 
For more than a month Chief Wilkie of 
the Secret Service and Capt. Porter ot 
the Chicago Bureau have ‘“‘shadowed”’ 
Brown.

Hibernate. 








A caucus in the 
Baptist Church, a 
mass meeting in 
the school yard, a 
carload of statis- 
tics and 10 barrels 
of crude oil are 
the means which 
will be used = to 
put the mosquito 
team at the bot- 
tom of the list in 
the Hummer 
League at Alta 
Sita, an East St. 
Louis suburb. 

The crusade 
against the pesky 
critter that bites 
like a hyena and 
makes a noise like 
a Chinese fiVile 
began when Sec- 
retary M. R. Hopkins of the Alta Sita 
Welfare Association took up the study 
of insectology with a view sing to 
ridding the pretty residence section of 
one of its most serious drawbacks as 
a nice place to live. 

After a week of study he arose at a 
meeting of the association and said: 

“I find that the scientific name for 
the mosquito is anopheles. Therefore it 
should be an awful easy task to put 
him out of business. My studies have 
shown me that a mosquito lives only 
from two to four weeks. A learned dis- 
course issued bv the New Jersey Light- 
ning and Mosquito Commission says 
that in the period of his life a mosquito 
never travels more than 1000 feet from 
the place where he is hatched. 

‘“‘He keeps as ‘close to the 
as an Aero Club member. 

‘In one year there are many crops 
of. mosquitoes. Tliose which are still 
alive at the end of the season are the 
only ones that don’t die within the four 
weeks’ limit. They hibernate, sleeping 
all winter and waiting for a chance to 
get on the sting route when summer 
comes again. 


Must Kill 

‘‘Now it is plain 
that if we kill off 
all of the mosqui- 
toes which now 
infest this garden 
spot of Bast St. 
Louts, there won't 
be any left to hi- 
bernate. But in 
order to make 
sure we must al- 
so exterminate 
all of the mosqul- 
toes within a | 
thousand feet ra- 
dius of Alta Sita. 
We must main- 
tain a sort of ar 
bitrary whicn will 
free us of this 
pest forever.* 

‘*M os quitoes 
hatched outside 
the 1000-foot radius will die before they 
get to us.”’ 

Mr. Hopkins and L. L. McWilliams 
were authorized to open the campaign 
by buying 10 barrels of petroleum 

At the chvrch meeting Sundas after- 
noon and at the mass meeting later in 
the week arrangements will be made 
for the big killing. 

Hail Mosquito Day. 

On a day set aside as Mosquito Day 
a tank wagon carrying the oil will drive 
through the streets of Alta Sita. Every 
man, woman and child will be expected 
to be on hand with tin pails, pots or 
pans with which to distribute the oil. 

The Rockefeller product will be poured 
in kitchen sinks, in ponds and weed 
patches—everywhere a mosquito might 
be expected to thrive. 

All over the 1000-foot radius the ofl 
will be scattered. Then Alta Sita will 
go home and wait for science, as ex- 
pounded by Mr. Hopkins, to vindicate 
itself.

Underground Reservoirs Ex- 
plode and Break Open the 
Entire Field. 





MEXICO CITY, July 11.—A lake of ol) 
covering an area of more than one 
square mile and or unknown depth in 
the State of Vera Cruz is on fire. It 
has been burning for five days and has 
created the wildest terror among the 
natives of that section. > 

The blaze is seen for more than two 
hundred miles at sea, according to navi- 
gators who have arrived at Vera Crus 
and Tampico. The scene of the fire is 
7% miles southeast of Tampico, near the 
San Geronimo River, It is remote from 
any railroad. An oll field was being 
developed at that place by the Pen#- 
sylvania Oll Co., which is composed of 
Pittsburg men. | 

Workman Is Blamed. 

The company had bored a number of 
wells and all of them were flowing ofl 
in large quantities. The product was 
being placed in earthen storage tanks, 
preparatory to shipping. A careless 
workman accidentally set fire to one 
of the wells, and the flames were 
communicated to the wnderground res- 


-ervoir of oil. 


A terrific explosion occurred, which 
uplifted the earth's surface throughout 
the whole field. The expl@sion was 
heard 75 miles distant. The oll com- 
pany lost $200,000 worth of machinery 
and the oil which has been burned will 
total millions of barrels. The whole oll 
field will te destroyed. 

Explosion In a Mystery. 

Already $1,000,000 worth of ofl hag 
been destroyed in the Ozululma ofl - 
fields and there is not the slightest 
abatement of the flames. It is feared 
that the lake of burning ofl ts being 
fed by subterranean streams, and that 
before it burns out it will drain prac-: 
tically all the oil of the gulf coast 
region. The spread of the flames was 
due to a mysterious explosion. It is 
believed that flames from the flowing 
well where the fire started, worked 
their way downward into a great sub- 
terranean lake of oll and the resulf- / 
ing explosion literally tore off tie | 
crust of the earth. ,

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MR. KERN OF INDIANA. 

If Mr. Bryan’s nomination was politically wise 
no serious criticism can be passed upon that of 
John W. Kern of Indiana for Vice-President. 

So far as Mr. Bryan’s leadérship has had an 
excuse in expediency it has rested upon the be- 
lief that by uniting the South and the West he 
could be elected. In his first campaign Eastern 
Democrats and Eastern opinion were deliberately 
sacrificed and ignored. 

There was a militant Populism in the West at 
- that time, and it co-operated with the Democrats 
in support of Mr. Bryan, but the yield in elec- 
toral votes was necessarily small. The hope 
that he would carry Indiana, Ohio and Illinois 
was not realized. x 

This year it is evident that the appeal is to 
be made once more to Western Republicans 
rather than to Eastern Democrats. It is supposed 
that there is Republican disaffection and that 
with two Western men in the field, both well 
liked in Indiana, it is possible that at least one 
of these great central states may be detached 
from Mr. Taft. 

Perhaps the theory which brought Mr. Kern 
to the front is well founded. Indiana alone of 
the old doubtful states has held its Democratic 
yote well together during the last 12 tidal-wave 
years. It has never voted overwhelmingly - for 
the Republican party. There is some Republican 
disaffection. Mr. Kern is a man of ability and 
popularity. 

If there is hope for the Democratic candidates 
anywhere at the North, Indiana would seem to 
be the State where effort on their part would 
be most likely to meet reward. 
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TREASURER SHELDON’S PEDIGREE. 

Mr. Sheldon, the new treasurer of the National 
Republican Committee, comes before the peoplé 
with an official and corporation record that can- 
not fail to appeal with great force to the Big 
Cinch. 

In the Almanac de Gotha of American Privilege 
it is written against the name of Mr. Sheldon that 
he is (1) director and treasurer of the North 
American Co.; (2) director of the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co; (3) director of the Laclede 
Gas Co.; (4) director of the United Railways Co.; 
(5) director of the St. Louis Transit Co.; (6) mem- 
ber of the Society Favoring Publicity for all cam- 
paign contributions and (7) associate member 
with John I. Beggs in the National Association 
of Wetnurses. 

It may be that some St. Louisans will wish that 
Mr. Sheldon were an officer of the Terminal As- 
sociation, but it is plain enough that he is a safe 
man. 
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WHO IS THE PATENT RIGHT MAN? 

A strange plank in the Democratic platform 

reads: 
We believe that where an American citizen hold- 
ing a patent in a foreign country is compelled to 
manufacture under his patent within a certain time, 
similar restrictions should be placed in this coun; 

“try as to the citizen or subject of such a country. 

. If Commander Peary had not set out for the 
North Pole he would be just the explorer to find 
out what this means, to locate the suffering 
American in foreign parts and to give.the people 
a full account of his trouble. 

Our patent laws are a veritable Gibraltar of 
privilege. A patent right man who cannot do as 
he pleases abroad and who possesses influence 
enough to have his cause embodied in a national 
platform at home must be a relative of somebody, 
to say the least. 
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THE YOUNG LADY IN THE BOX. 

The Democratic convention paid considerable 
attention to business, in one. way or another, but 
its eyes and thoughts were on the President's 
daughter most of the time. ° 

While this was manifest at nearly all stages of 
the proceedings it is to be noted that only one del- 
egate, a gentleman from Georgia, slopped Over, 
and that he, on introducing a resolution thanking 
the young lady for her presence, was suppressed 
almost as emphatically as Parker or Guffey were. 

Conspicuous young persons who enjoy conspicu- 
ity are not entitled to any commendation for it. 
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FOLK BEFORE THE CONVENTION. 

The attempt of the Missouri delegation to keep 
Gov. Folk out-of sight and hearing was a con- 
temptible effort of cheap politics which failed, as 
it deserved to fail. The Governor's reception by 
the Convention when he took the platform must 
gratify every Missourian. He acquitted himself 
in a manner worthy of his reputation. The 
Stone-Cook gang played politics after their own 
fashion. 

The incident goes to show that petty meanness 
does not pay. In this case Stone and his friends

HAS THE LACLEDE GAS CHARTER EXPIRED? 

In a fight with hostile public corporations the 
people are wise to use'every lawful weapon at 
hand. In a fight with such interests the time to 
strike is now, taking the situation as it is found 
and using the weapons that the existing situation 
provides, which may be better than any new rem- 
edies that the future could supply. 

In resisting the hold-up of the Light Trust the 
fact should not be overlooked that it is vulnerable 
in one of its principal charters upon which it re- 
lies for permanent occupation of the city. The 
Laclede Gas Co.’s charter has been attacked and 
the attack has never been met. The question 
whether that charter has expired by operation of 
law, or is soon to expire, is an open question; 
and it is one that might easily be pressed to a 
prompt decision in the Supreme Court by a quo 
warranto proceeding. 

The question was before the Court in 1895, 
where it was elaborately presented, and is report- 
ed in 130 Mo., page 10. The city, through its 
Street Commissioner, urged the _ proposition, 
among others, that the Laclede company’s charter 
had expired in 1887, and for that reason the com- 
pany had no longer a right to dig up the streets 
for any purposes. The Court decided that, inde- 
pendently of whether the charter had expired or 
not, the city, in the exercise of its police power, 
could prevent the company from digging in the 
manner objected to. In the Supreme Court of 
the United States, to which the Laclede company 
appealed, the city’s contention that the charter 
had expired was extensively and forcefully pre- 
sented by Judge Marshall, who later sat upon 
the Missouri Supreme bench. 

Although the United States Supreme Court, in 
affirming the decision, followed the course of the 
Missouri Supreme Court and left the question 
of the charter open, as not necessary to decision 
of the precise question involved, nevertheless the 
argument that the charter had expired found wide 
favor with competent lawyers; and there is strong 
legal opinion now to the effect that the charter 
did expire in 1887, and, further, that should the 
courts find that it did not, then there can be little 
or no doubt that either it must have expired in 
1907 or that it will expire in 1917, instead of con- 
tinuing perpetually, as the company claims. 

The Laclede Gas Light Cov has systematically 
endeavored for many years to educate the people 
of St. Louis into a settled belief that it held them 
at its mercy forever, under rights,that were irre- 
vocable. In their present extremity the people 
may find it well worth while to test that proposi- 
tion through the simplest form of a law suit, 
which would involve. little or no expense to the 
State and no excessive labor by the State’s rep- 
resentative, owing to the work done by others in 
previous cases. 

If the Laclede company’s charter has expired, 
then the city is in a most advantageous position. 
The Laclede company could not transfer its rights. 
Upon reasonable notice given by the city to re- 
move the company’s pipes and ducts from the 
streets, the company would actually have to dig 
them up without damage to the streets or forfeit 
its property in them, to the city’s benefit. 

The Laclede’s charter is at the base of the Light 
Trust’s hold upon St. Louis, and it is a point of 
exceeding vulnerability. It should be attacked 
intelligently and with vigor at the earliest con- 
venient moment, for to declare it null and void 
would be to give the city at once the upper hand 
in the fight. 
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With John Thomas Brady as doorkeeper at the 
Denver convention, Roger Sullivan’s friends did 
not have to climb the porch in order to effect an 
entrance. 
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WOMEN AS “HUMANIZERS.” , 

“We believe that five women will humanize at 
least 100 men,” says President Hill of Lebanon 
University, O., a pioneer co-ed institution. 

The remark lacks discrimination. It depends 
upon what five women are selected to do the 
humanizing. 

It is safe to say that the females who surround- 
ed the British Parliament House, broke Mr. 
Asquith’s windows, kicked and screamed when 
arrested for disturbing the peace and threatened 
to throw bombs if they could not have their own 
way—it is safe to say they cannot humanize one 
man, let alone a hundred. 

The women who try to prove-the equality of 
the sexes by a practical demonstration of their 
own equality with vulgar, thoughtless and vio- 
lent men are a drag to the cause of woman’s ad- 
vancement and ought to be repudiated by their 
sane sisters. 

Men, perhaps, would not object to the par- 
ticipation of women in public business, but a 
riotous woman is no more a humanizing force 
than a riotous man. 
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SALARIES OF COLLEGE PROFESSORS. 

The latest bulletin of the Carnegie Institute for 
the Advancement of Teaching shows that college 
professors are underpaid. 

The average salary paid a full professor in 
the hundred foremost colleges and universities in 
the United States is $2500. In half of them it is 
less than $2200. The highest salary is $5000, 
which is paid to deans and heads of departments 
in a very few institutions. 

Of course, a man does not choose the teaching 
profession “for the money there is in it,”’ but .a 
professor in a university must keep up a good ap- 
pearance and give his family social advantages 
if he is to realize his usefulness.

E were making quite a tong trip 
W with the wagon, and were going 
up the fork of a plains river in 
Western Montana. As we were out of

The Evening Post in its financial re- 
view says: 

“Prices moved irregularly in today’s 
stock market, which opened with frac- 
tional advances, which lasted during a 
portion of the first hour. Then the 
list sold and the market became weak, 
with heavy selling in a few sections.

“Although the week's revival on the 
Stock Exchange has been attributed tt 
various causes the recovery has not 
been unnatural in ‘view of the period of 
prolonged dullness that preceded the 
semi-annual settlement. With the July 
dividends in ‘the hands of investors and 
money so plentiful as to lead the banks 
to surrender public deposits before they 
were actually recalled, rather than pay 
an increased interest charge imposed by 
tho new law, the situation was certainly 
favorable for the upbidding that the 
speculators bave indulged in. The dem- 
onstration has been, bowever, a tame 
affair compared with the furious ad- 
Vance in this week of 1904 when the 
market was supported by genuine in- 
vestment. buying on a large scale. 

“Except for the somewhat spectacular 
rise in the highly speculative shares and 
a considerable show of strength in some 
of the investment issues, there was lit- 
tle In this week’s demonstration to com- 
pare with the really important move- 
ment of four years ago. And the mar- 
ket was too narrow to attest of thor- 
ough-going support from bona fide ir- 
vestors. The movement was scarcely 
influenced by what had happened at 
Denver, since the proceedings of that 
curious assemblage were long ago dis- 
counted by the securities market."’

Army Officer Finds Last Camp 
and Bodies of American Bot- 


anical Explorers. 


MANILA, July 11—A _ telegram fre- 
ceived last night from Lieut. Ahern 
says: 

“While returning with the bodies of 
Everett and Wakely, our party tound 
their last camp in the Bayual moun- 
tains. At first the guides were ap- 
parently afraid to lead us near the 
camp. Luckily we at length found 
guides acquainted with Ayhao, the lead- 
er of the murderers. Ayhao, it was ex- 
plained, while gambling with the guides 
while he was a member of the party, 
one night drugged the whole party with 
the fumes from a plant, and then, with 
his followers, killed five guides. 

“It is said that the reason given for 
committing the crime was that Ayhao 
felt like killing someone when he found 
the botanical and other equipment and 
Everett's money.
